Yearling Averages 
Are High 


Higher Ones to Come 


LONDON, July 28 

EARLINGS sold at the Second July Sales at 

Newmarket averaged 845 guineas, which, at 
$4 to the pound sterling, would be $3,550. Of 
the 208 lots offered, 184 were sold; aggregate, 
155,489 guineas. This is between two and three 
times pre-war, which is about right, as commodi- 
ties go. 

Ageregate and averages, however, would have 
been higher if the National Stud yearlings had 
been sold, as in previous years. Vacancies in the 
September sale’ list have now enabled Messrs. 
Tattersall to include the National Stud draft in 
their more important autumn sale, which is to 
take place (at Newmarket, as Doncaster is not 
ready yet) on September 4 and 5. Overflow 
sales will be held in October. 

High prices do not necessarily mean that the 
yearlings sold for high prices will all turn out to 
be winners. J have noticed that your versatile 
statisticians ferret out every year the names and 
pedigrees of highly priced lots at the Keeneland 
and other sales which fail to win at two years. 
Here, we are much more sensible. We ignore 
them. If by any chance someone should be so 
indiscreet as to ask what happened to so-and-so, 
he is soon put in his proper place by having it 
pointed out to him that this or that two-year-old 
is not being hurried and should not be expected 
to win until he is three; curiously enough, this 
proves to be the case, as often as not. And any- 
way, buying bloodstock is a gamble. What a dull 
business it would be if money invariably com- 
manded success. 


Dante's 28,000-Guinea Brother 


HESE reflections are partly prompted by the 

fact that the highest-priced yearling of 1945 
has just run his first race and has won it. This 
is the brother to the Derby winner Dante—the 
bay colt by Nearco out of Rosy Legend—who was 
bought by the Gaekwar of Baroda for 28,000 
guineas last September. I had seen him once or 
twice at Newmarket prior to his race last week 
and had wrongfully formed the opinion that he 
would hot see a race course this year. He looked 
80 big that I could not imagine that at two years 
he could have sufficient strength to race. ; But 
he certainly won last week with style and aplomb, 
as €asy as you please, like a 3-year-old. Un- 
doubtedly he has the makings of a very good colt 
and undoubtedly the mating of Rosy Legend with

It 
cannot be a coincidence that the two brothers, 
Dante and Sayajira—the name given to the 2- 
year-old—are so similar in appearance, so pre- 
cocious, and such good movers. For once, Nature 
seems to have run true to form. 


Fred Darling's 1946 Record 


HE best juvenile seen out so far, according to 

the general view, is Mr. J. A. Dewar’s un- 
beaten Tudor Minstrel, referred to in my report 
of last week. He is the first winner of the first 
crop of the 1941 Derby winner Owen Tudor. In- 
cidentally, there is only one other winner by this 
sire as yet, out of Infra Red. What I have to 
write now may only be a matter primarily of do- 
mestic interest, but it may possibly interest you, 
too. 

Tudor Minstrel is trained by one of our great- 
est trainers, Fred Darling, of Beckhampton, in 
Wiltshire. When the present season opened, 
Darling had in his yard 34 horses in training. Of 
these, his one 4-year-old, Esquimalt, has won 
twice. Of the eight 3-year-olds, four have won 
seven races. Of his 25 2-year-olds, 14 have won 
25 races. In this connection you must bear in 
mind that we have far fewer races than you and 
that nearly all of Darling’s horses run only in 
the best-class stakes events. I do not suggest

that this is a record, for Darling or for any other 
trainer, but it is, I think, a remarkable achieve. 
ment. 

Darling, who trains the “champion,” Tudor 
Minstrel, has, among others, the colt Combat, by 
Big Game—Commotion, unbeaten winner of four 
races; Murrayfield, a chestnut colt by Big Game 
out of Caretta, winner of his only start; Nebuch- 
adnezzar, a chestnut colt by Nearco—Yasna, win- 
ner of his only start; Calash, chestnut filly by 
Hyperion—Clarence (thus an own sister to Sun 
Chariot), unbeaten in her only start; and so on, 
A number of these are National Stud products, 
and there is much speculation regarding the Na- 
tional Stud yearlings which are to come up for 
sale in September. I hope to send you some notes 
on these and others in a forthcoming message. 


Data the Hard Way 


O revert to the sales, the large number of 

lots now coming into the market is taxing the 
resources, not only of those whose task it is to 
prepare the matter for the catalogues, but those 
of the printers. Messrs. Tattersall are having 
an extremely difficult time in this respect; it is 
difficult enough to get the type matter set, but 
that is nothing to the difficulty of finding suffi- 
cient paper. Catalogues, in other words, are in

On Planning International Races 


N recent weeks at least two attempts have been 

made to arrange big international races in 
this country. In each case the promoters appear 
to have made up a short list of outstanding for- 
eign horses and to have sought to bring them to 
America for a special race. One attempt in- 
volved 3-year-olds, the other, older horses. Both 
attempts appear to have failed. Presumably 
there will be other attempts of similar nature. 

Such methods, of course, may eventually suc- 
ceed in bringing to America a great international 
special which would be an outstanding feature 
of our Turf history, provided everything fell out 
well, which everything has a way of not doing. 

We extend wishes of good luck to the individual 
promoters who are making these efforts. They 
will need good luck in full measure, and if they 
have it will add something extra special to racing. 

The long-range planning of a continuing and 
substantial series of international races is a sep- 
arate and distinct problem which, regardless of 
what happens to promotions of individual races, 
should receive the attention of the American 
Turf. We believe some leading organization, 
preferably The Jockey Club or the Thoroughbred 
Racing Associations, should set up a small com- 
mittee for this project and charge it with the 
formation of a larger committee drawn from 
among the leading turfmen of the principal rac- 
ing countries of the world, so that a generally 
acceptable plan can be worked out. 

For the sake of permanence, there should be 
no immediate consideration of individual horses 
now flourishing; there should be no insistence on 
conditions peculiarly suited to the horses of any 
one country; and there should be assurance of 
full co-operation among several countries. 

We should like to see this committee proceed to 
set up, over a period of several years, at the rate 
of one a year, some four to six international 
races, at various distances, including a steeple- 
chase, all for older horses, each race to move each 
year from one country to another until it has

moved around the world, in each country accept- 
ing the prevailing type of track and footing. 

As a first test of the feasibility of this plan, it 
might be possible to arrange, say, a 1%-mile race 
on an American track (Belmont Park?), in Sep- 
tember, 1947, under weight-for-age conditions. 
The following year the 1%4-mile race could be 
moved to another country and a one-mile race in- 
augurated, and the next year another. 

If such a series can be planned far enough in 
advance, it will become a matter of national pride 
for each country to participate with its best rac- 
ing talent. 


In the meantime we are not without the oppor- 
tunity for international competition, which will 
almost certainly develop to larger proportions 
upon the basis of established races. The Grand 
Prix de Paris, the English Derby, the Ascot Gold 
Cup, the Aintree Grand National, the Grand In- 
ternational d’Ostende, the Brown Band of (pre- 
war) Germany are already famous for their in- 
ternational aspects. In South America interna- 
tional competition among top-class horses is com- 
monplace. Nearly all the great races of America 
are open to foreign horses. 

In this issue of THE BLOoD-HoRSE (page 474) 
will be found an advertisement setting forth the 
conditions for the King George VI Stakes, of two 
miles, to be run October 12 at Ascot: “the winner 
of the Derby or Oaks at Epsom, the St. Leger at 
Doncaster, the Prix de Diane, the Prix du Jockey 
Club, the Grand Prix de Paris, the Prix Royal 
Oak, Prix de l’Are de Triomphe, the Kentucky 
Derby, or any race of a mile and a quarter or 
upwards value 8,000 sovereigns to carry 3 lb. 
extra.” 

As a matter of fact, the rest of the world is 
much farther advanced than the United States in 
the technique of bringing together the champions 
of different countries. It remains for us to join 
the others, rather than to start something. We 
should study first what the others have done, and 
ask the help of more experienced hands in fram- 
ing the conditions and itineraries of new races.

RULES AND RINGERS 


FTER a period of beguiling calm during 

which no major explosions or exposés oc- 
curred, Maryland racing began to seethe again 
when an alleged case of ringing was brought to 
light at the Bel Air track July 24. A few days 
later Chairman George P. Mahoney of the Mary- 
land Racing Commission added to the original 
disclosure by stating that the horse Don’t Delay, 
said to have been substituted for a lesser animal 
named All Flo, also had been stimulated, but that 
the commission was powerless to do anything 
about it. Saliva and urine tests were without 
value, the Baltimore Sun quoted him, “other than 
to let us know what’s going on. We can’t do any- 
thing about it.” 

Mahoney was referring to a decision of the 
Maryland Court of Appeals, which on the day of 
the ringing disclosure at Bel Air had declared un- 
constitutional a racing commission rule that the 
presence of a stimulant in the saliva or urine of 
a horse was conclusive proof of guilt or negli- 
gence on the part of the trainer.. 

On August 3 Mahoney announced that during 
the first nine days of the Bel Air meeting, nine 
winners had been stimulated, showing that “drug- 
ging is being done in a wholesale manner,” which 
was “alarming to the commission.” He added 
that his group was working with the State attor- 
ney general in drawing up new rules which would 
permit action to be taken in stimulation cases. 

Two days later the commission announced a 
“Corrupt Practice Rule—146—A, B, C, D, E, and 
F,” to replace the rule which had been declared 
unconstitutional. The new one, instead of de- 
claring that evidence of stimulation would be con- 
elusive proof of guilt or negligence by a trainer, 
continues to hold a trainer responsible for his 
own conduct and that of his employees. But in- 
stead of making him guilty automatically if tests 
disclose that a drug has been administered, the 
new rule requires him to prove that its adminis- 
tration was not a result of his failure to meet his 
responsibilities toward horses in his charge. The 
penalty is the suspension or revocation of his li- 
cense for such a period as the commission may 
determine, and the suspension of the horse in- 
volved. 

At Rockingham Park, meanwhile, the Thor- 
oughbred Racing Protective Bureau, through 
Spencer Drayton, its chief, announced on July 31 
that a horse which had been running as Allpulch 
actually was Sea Command. The deception had 
been carried on since last November, Drayton 
said, and it was known that an unidentified per- 
son had cashed more than $30,000 worth of win- 
ning tickets on the horse when it won what sup- 
posedly was its maiden race. 

As outlined by Drayton, Allpulch was bought 
for $210 in June, 1945, by an agent of W. F. 
Mink, who with Paul Middleton had been arrested 
in Maryland in connection with the Don’t Delay— 
All Flo substitution. During the Pimlico meet- 
ing last fall, Robert Drummonds, trainer for 
Mink, claimed for Mink through another person 
the horse Sea Command for $3,750. Drummonds

said he was told by Mink to van Sea Command 
to a farm in Delaware, and that the horse imme- 
diately was shipped from the farm to Rocking- 
ham Park and registered as Allpulch. 

On November 13 the horse was entered as a 
maiden in a $1,250 claiming race at Rockingham 
and won, paying $26.40. Three days later the 
horse was started in a $2,000 claiming race which 
it won. It was claimed from the race by the 
Frances Stable, which has been racing it since 
then, winning with it at Tropical Park and Nar- 
ragansett Park. There was no intimation in 
Drayton’s report that the Frances Stable knew 
anything about the ringing. 

Evidence of the Sea Command—Allpulch substi- 
tution was turned over to the New Hampshire 
Racing Commission by Drayton. Chairman 
George Conway said he had conferred with the 
State attorney general as to possible action, but 
that nothing would be done until the full T.R.P.B. 
report was available. Drayton said it had been 


established definitely that Mink was in New Eng- 
land last November 13, when the horse first won. 

Mink and Middleton are out on bond in con- 
nection with the substitution at Bel Air.

Market Going Up, 
But Not for Keeps 


As Viewed From the Stand 


AVING looked at the backs of 415 yearlings 

last week, including one twice, this observer 
would just as soon forget about yearlings for a 
few days, but there are a few observations which 
can be made, as being perhaps more noticeable 
from the auction stand than from the sidelines. 

One thing which almost unsettled the auc- 
tioneers two years ago is that bidders are fre- 
quently seated in the front row. It used to be 
the custom at Saratoga to fill the choice seats 
with impeccably dressed men and women who 
watched the proceedings with great interest, 
while the bids came from out in the back. Of 
course the Saratoga sales are under new owner- 
ship and new management now, so possibly this 
custom won’t be followed any longer. 

Another is that Keeneland is getting like Sara- 
toga used to be, in that top horses find ready mar- 
kets and poor horses are not much wanted. The 
sale of cheap horses—speaking comparatively— 
was draggy and almost interminable, while the 
top offerings would race up to $30,000 or so as 
fast as you could spot bids. This bystander can 
recollect when Saratoga bidding got draggy—this 
was in 1941 and 1942—but in the main it used to 
have snap. That was the way this year at Keene- 
land—the better the sale the shorter it was. 

It is always an interesting study to watch bid- 
ders raise their sights as a sale progresses. Men 
who will stop at $4,000 on opening day will be go- 
ing to $5,000 the next, and by the end of the sale 
will be up to a limit of perhaps $8,000. For the 
most part they stay a little behind the market, for 
wealthier—or more reckless—bidders are raising 
their sights too. We used to have a bidder who 
would throw his arms into the air and rush out 
into the night every time he got raised out of the 
pot, but he wasn’t around this season. But there 
were plenty of people who bid, say, $5,000 on 
what they evidently thought was a $3,000 horse, 
and then were a trifle bitter about being raised 
again. This bystander thought of reassuring 
them that they could claim some of these horses 
next year for $5,000, but being temporarily an 
employee of the sales company it didn’t seem 
quite the tactful thing to say. 

There is a lot of talk about black-market money 
going into horses. But you can run down the list 
of buyers and find that most of the big ones were 
around before the black market, and have known 
reputable business connections. Generally speak- 
ing, what black market money went into racing 
went in through the totalizator windows. 
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Sermon on an Old Text 


EARLINGS now bring unbelievable prices. So 
it is fairly sure, in the light of what has hap- 
pened before, that the 1946 sales will inspire 
breeders to produce horses as fast as they can, 
which inevitably means cheap horses in increas- 
ing numbers. It is also fairly sure that the 
Breeders’ Sales Company will be under constant 
pressure to increase the number of its offerings. 
This would mean the deliberate destruction of 
two of the factors which have forced prices up, 
and they will accelerate the drop which comes 
when money gets tighter. This onlooker isn’t 
economist enough to know when this will be, but 
it is certain to come. If it finds Thoroughbred 
breeders overstocked with cheap horses they will 
lose a good deal of what they have gained in the 
last three years, and they will probably begin to 
speak again of breeders’ awards, a topic which 
was allowed to lapse this year. 

Tobacco farmers rush gladly into this trap 
every time they are not restrained from doing so, 
and breeders should remember that in a way they 
are farmers too, and are thus subject—if they are 
not on guard—to the same influences and the 
same modes of thought which have made the 
farmer a general symbol of dissatisfaction with 
everything. This may bring protests to the editor, 
but if I get stirred up there are several other 
things I would like to get straightened out about 
farmers, including the question as to whether a 
man with brains would embrace a life as hard as 
they say theirs is. 

Anyway, the danger of overproduction which 
is always present is intensified by high prices. 
New people, understandingly, want to get in on 
the gold rush. A man who sells ten foals for an 
average of $8,000 naturally feels he’d be better 
off if he sold 15. Either one would be right if he 
could move alone. But the sum of an extra horse 
here and another one there eventually becomes 
great enough to spoil the market. 


Next for Assault 


O take up a question which was dropped ab- 

ruptly for the sales, nothing much seems to 
have happened to Assault in the Classic. Max 
Hirsch, who was in Lexington for the sales, said 
that whatever troubles the colt had, he walked 
out of the next day, and showed no signs of any 
difficulty. This leaves the race entirely mysteri- 
ous, not because Assault was beaten, but be- 
cause he did not run at all in the last half-mile. 

Assault has only two stakes engagements at 
Saratoga, and it seems unlikely he will accept 
either of them. The first is in the Saratoga 
Handicap, where he would have to meet older 
horses as well as 3-year-olds, and would certainly 
be called on to give weight to nearly everything. 
The other is in the Saratoga Cup, and while he 
has done nothing to suggest he could not handle 
the 1%4 miles, here again he would have to meet 
older horses. Since the Cup is worth only $15,000, 
and Assault has plenty of chances remaining in 
his own division for larger purses, he does not 
look like a starter here either.

Vedder Ruled Off 


Jockey R. L. Vedder on August 6 was ruled 
off the Turf for life by the Illinois Racing Board 
on the charge of attempting to bribe Jockeys 
Douglas Dodson and Lawrence Hansman in the 
eighth race at Arlington Pork on July 13. Ed- 
ward C. Skirvin, Vedder’s agent, and B. R. John- 
ston, a valet, were suspended indefinitely for their 
connection with the bribery attempt. 

As related by the board, Vedder tried to ar- 
range a victory in the race for the horse K. 
Dorko, owned by Jule Fink, but when turned 
down by Hansman, who was on *Politico, tried to 
assure a win for *Politico. Dodson had the 
mount on Five A. M., which finished second. He 
was approached by Vedder with an offer of a bet 
on *Politico if he would restrain Five A. M. 

Hansman told the board that during the run- 
ning of the race he found clear sailing, and his 
mount won. No other riders were mentioned in 
connection with the race. Hansman and Dodson 
were thanked by the board for their co-operation 
during the investigation. 

The board also announced the indefinite sus- 
pension of Charles Mitchell and all horses owned 
or trained by him for the alleged substitution of 
a cold-blooded horse for the Thoroughbred Joe S. 
at Fairmount Park last spring.

The Slump at Empire City 


The 24-day race meeting at Empire City-at- 
Jamaica, ending July 20, showed a decrease in 
daily average betting and attendance from last 
year’s comparable 18-day meeting. Daily aver- 
ages this year were $1,985,625 in betting and 
25,043 in attendance. Last year’s figures were 
$2,814,545 and 30,404. 

Total betting for 24 days was $47,655,006, com- 
pared with $50,661,811 last year in six fewer 
days. The drop in attendance was 53,775—from 
601,042 to 547,267. The turnover on closing day, 
July 20, was $2,447,710, the lowest Saturday play 
of the season.

When he dismounted from Historian after the 
Hollywood Gold Cup on July 27, Jockey Ovie 
Scurlock, irritated at finishing third to Triplicate 
and Honeymoon in a close race, stated that he 
had the best horse and that except for bad luck, 
would have won. In the Sunset Handicap, meet- 
ing Triplicate again, the jockey from the moun- 
tains of eastern Kentucky kept his mount clear of 
interference or ambuscades, sent him up on the 
far turn to take the lead and win drawing out in 
time that set a new track record and equaled Man 
o’ War’s 26-year-old world record. 


The early pace was made by War Valor, fol- 
lowed by *Biscailuz, which took over after a mile 
and then suddenly dropped from contention. His- 
torian and *Paperboy, lying close up, moved to- 
gether as the front-runners tired and drew into 
the stretch almost on even terms, but once pointed 
toward the wire Historian pulled away and won 
vy five lengths, coasting. Triplicate, carrying 
nine pounds more than in the Gold Cup, finished 
two lengths back of *Paperboy, and just saved 
tiurd by a neck over Nanby Pass, which made up 
ground in the stretch. The Astaire horse again 
was ridden by Basil James, who flew from New 
York for the race and just made it with the help 
of a police escort which met him at the airport. 


Afterwards James said that Triplicate didn’t 
run his race. Mel Peterson, on *Paperboy, said 
his mount ran nicely but couldn’t get to Historian, 
“who is quite a horse, believe me.”’ Scurlock, not 
suffering from frustration this time, said there 
was no question about Historian’s winning. “We 
should have won last week, but this time we were 
all set. I turned him loose at the three-eighths, 
and boy, he really poured it on. No, I didn’t know 
we were tying the world record, but I know he 
really flew all the way when I gave him his head.” 

Scurlock also rode Aaron Hirschberg’s Canina 
to victory in the $7,500 American Legion Purse, 
beating Wise Eagle, First to Fight, and Texas 
Sandman at miles. 


Had the Woolford gelding been driven in the 
stretch, it is possible that he would have set a 
new world record instead of equaling the mark 
set by Man o’ War in the Lawrence Realization 
of 1920 under 126 pounds. At 1% miles, the time 
of the Sunset was three-fifths faster than at the 
Same point in Man o’ War’s race. The compara- 
tive times were: Man 0’ War—:23%, :4746, 1:13, 
1:3836, 2:0336, 2:2846, 2:4044. Historian—:23%, 
:47, 1:12, 1:38, 2:03, 2:28. When he established 
the record, Man o’ War beat Hoodwink by 100 


lengths at 1 to 100. Historian was 3 to 2 in the 
Sunset. 
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The Sunset was Historian’s fourth stakes vic- 
tory of the year, after three previous years of 
very moderate achievement. He first gave indi- 
cation of reaching his present form by battling 
Armed in the Double Event. Then he won the 
LaSalle, Lincoln, and Arlington Handicaps be- 
fore being flown to California for the Gold Cup. 
In 29 starts he has won 14 races, finished second 
three times, and third five times, earned $133,895. 
His pedigree and family particulars are in THE 
BLoop-HorseE of June 8, page 1327. 

After the race, Historian was flown back to 
Chicago for the meeting at Washington Park. 


Armed Reaches New Heights

Three consecutive defeats at Chicago tracks 
could not dim Armed’s luster, and for Washing- 
ton Park’s Sheridan Handicap he and his stable- 
mate Pot o’ Luck were 3-to-5 favorites. The Calu- 
met gelding was running against some very capa- 
ble horses, notably Brookfield, which had run the 
fastest six furlongs of the Arlington Park meet- 
ing in taking the Domino Handicap in 1:09%. 
Pot o’ Luck was expected to go with the front- 
runners, to dull their edge, but the Chance Play 
colt was never better than sixth, and Armed had 
to run his own race. 

As it turned out, he needed help about as much 
as Joe Louis would need a club against a middle- 
weight; his mile in 1:35 reduced the track record 
by three-fifths, and he won with his head pulled 
sidewise as Jockey N. L. Pierson tried to ease 
him up. Brookfield, as expected, left the gate in 
a hurry, but Armed even beat him on that score, 
getting off clearly in advance of the others. Pier- 
son took him back, and Sir Bim went to the fore, 
running the first half in :2245. Brookfield car- 
ried on from there, and the six furlongs was 
timed in 1:0945, a fifth faster than the track 
record. 

Pierson, lest Brookfield gain too much of a 
lead, started to move ahead on the back side, but 
was blocked and had to take back. On the turn 
he found clear sailing and turned his mount loose. 
Armed shot from fourth to first, easily disposing 
of Brookfield, and won by four lengths as Pierson 
tried to ease him up. Challenge Me advanced in 
the stretch to take third over Air Sailor, which 
had been close up for most of the distance. 

Armed was winning his second Sheridan, hav- 
ing beaten Espino Gold and Three Dots in a di- 
vision of the same race last year, when it was 
run at seven furlongs. In 37 starts he has won 
22 races, finished second nine times, and third 
once, earned $311,650. His Sheridan victory 
moved him to fourteenth place on the list of lead- 
ing American money winners, and was the occa- 
sion for his third track record of the year. In

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Keeneland Yearling 
Sales in Review 


A 28 Per Cent Increase 


HEN the 1945 Keeneland Summer Sales of 

yearlings had finished, with a record aver- 
age of $7,739 for 405 head, the buyers and sellers 
went home with a feeling that they had experi- 
enced a slight touch of madness. The buyers had 
come prepared to pay more than in the previous 
year, but they hadn’t expected to find themselves 
paying half again as much. They went home de- 
lighted that they had been able to buy something, 
but kicking themselves in the pants for having 
paid so much. In 1946 they wouldn’t be so crazy. 


Before the sales this year one could get odds 
that the Keeneland average would not be as high 
as in 1945. Opinion was divided, of course, but 
the heavier weight of it was on the side of a de- 
cline in prices. 

The buyers who brought such opinions to the 
market were surprised to find themselves spend- 
ing nearly a third more than in 1945, paying 
prices which averaged 28 per cent above last year, 
and virtually refusing to let anything go through 
the ring for less than $2,000. Every third year- 
ling which came into the ring went for $10,000 or 
more, one out of every eight touched $20,000. One 
colt went for $65,000 and two fillies brought 
$54,000 each, a new American record. Two fil- 
lies too ill to come into the ring were auctioned 
for $21,000 each, subject to later confirmation. 

The way purses were up, and labor costs, and 
expenses in general since the loosing of price con- 
trols, the market probably was no stronger than 
in 1945. The Thoroughbred market had become 
simply another measure of inflation.

ORE revealing than averages in appraising 

the state of the yearling market is the dis- 
tribution in price groups, a brief study of which 
will indicate how much harder it was to buy a 
yearling at Keeneland in 1946 than in 1945 and 
previous years. 
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Of the 415 yearlings sold, 36 per cent brought 
prices as high as $10,000, as compared with 21 
per cent in 1945. Of the 150 yearlings which 
went for $10,000 or more, 48 (12 per cent of the 
total) reached or passed $20,000. 

In the $5,000-$9,999 group were 31 per cent of 
the yearlings sold, as compared with 32 per cent 
last year. In the range from $2,000 to $4,999 
were 32 per cent, as compared with 38 per cent in 
1945. 

Probably for the first time in the history of the 
most important large annual auction sales in this 
country, no yearling sold for less than $1,000, 
and only three (less than one per cent) were 
under $2,000. In 1945 9 per cent of the year- 
lings at Keeneland sold for less than $2,000. 


The explosive nature of the current boom in 
bloodstock prices (and by inference its capacity 
to decline rapidly) is indicated by the fact that 
in all but one of the years between 1933 and 1942, 
both inclusive, from one-third to two-thirds of 
the yearlings sold at Saratoga and in the Keene- 
land Summer Sales brought prices less than 


$1,000. The distribution according to prices in 
recent years:

The highest price at the 1945 sales was $46,000, 
for a *Sir Gallahad II1I—*Scenery II colt (Sir 
Gallascene) sold by A. B. Hancock. The same 
price represented the top of the 1944 sales at 
Keeneland, having been reached twice. This 
year six yearlings sold for $46,000 or more. The 
top price, as had been generally expected, was 
paid for the excellent colt, consigned by Dr. Eslie 
Asbury’s Forest Retreat Farm, by *Mahmoud out 
of Gala Belle, thus a full brother to Alabama and 
half-brother to Revoked, first two foals of his 
dam.

EFORE the sales opened, and when the game 

of guessing the market was going into the 
ninth inning, many commentators predicted a 
lower average this year. From 10 per cent to 
20 per cent, they said, and cited among their 
reasons that Mrs. Elizabeth N. Graham, for ex- 
ample, who had spent $609,400 for yearlings the 
two previous summers, would not be at Keene- 
land. Her representative, Leslie Combs II, would 
be there, they said, but a low and inflexible ceil- 
ing had been placed on the yearlings he would 
try to buy. Observers reported that other agents 
besides Mr. Combs were under tight wraps, and 
that the market therefore had to be lower. One 
agent, convinced that the instructions his princi- 
pals had given him reflected the general situation, 
bet 6 to 1 that the market would be off from 10 to 
15 per cent. 

As it developed, prospective purchasers who 
had placed their agents under tight restrictions 
either didn’t get the yearlings they wanted, or 
else they moved the restrictions higher. Con- 
trary to advices beforehand, Mrs. Graham was 
present, and so were Jay Paley, Emil Schwarz- 
haupt, Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane, F. W. Hooper, 
Frank Frankel, Norman W. Church, Louis B. 
Mayer, Cedar Farm, Leo Gerngross, and others, 
either personally or through agents who had been 
given an unforeseen amount of leeway. 

For the third consecutive year Mrs. Graham 
led all Keeneland purchasers. Her total this 
year was $229,700 for seven head. Last year 
she spent $316,200 for 17 head, an average of 
$18,600. Her average this year was $32,875. 


Before Mrs. Graham’s advent as a yearling buyer, 
the late Mrs. Ethel V. Mars had been one of the 
largest purchasers, spending $676,400 in a nine- 
In the last three seasons, the time 


year period. 
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of her greatest activity, Mrs. Graham has spent 
$838,900 for yearlings. 

Her principal purchase was a gray filly by 
War Admiral—Danise M., by *Epinard, for 
which she paid $54,000, from the consignment of 
Leslie Combs II. Her other purchases ranged 
downward to $12,500. 

The Californian, Jay Paley, bought five year- 
lings for a total of $94,500 last year in his first 
venture at Keeneland. This year, accompanied 
by Trainer George Odom, he was constantly in 
the auctioneer’s eye, and his nods got him 12 
head for $210,800, average $17,566. His most 
ambitious bid was $50,000, which he paid for the 
Whirlaway—Dark Loveliness colt from the Mere- 
worth Farm consignment. He paid $38,000 for 
a dark gray colt by *Sir Gallahad III—*Scenery 
II, from A. B. Hancock’s lot. 

Emil Schwarzhaupt, of Chicago and the Schen- 
ley Distillers, paid $209,000 for 11 head, topped 
by a $30,000 gray colt by *Blenheim II—*Tri- 
umph II, from the Hancock consignment. Last 
year he got 21 head for $204,600. Brookmeade 
Stable was frequently in the bidding, emerging 
with ten head for a total of $203,400. The top 
purchase was a half-brother to Triplicate, from 
the Elmendorf Farm consignment, at $32,000.

Coldstream Stud 
dropped from second to third, but that repre- 
sented no loss of ground—the farm averaged 
$18,535 on 23 head this year against $14,995 on 
22 last year.

NE of the few Keeneland sales records es- 
tablished in 1945 which was not blown down 
in 1946 was the sale of five Blue Larkspur year- 
lings for an average price of $34,700. C. V. Whit- 
ney’s gray *Mahmoud, just missed it, his two 
colts and one filly bringing an even $100,000. War 
Admiral was the leader among the sires with as 
many as five head, and *Blenheim II among those 
with a larger number of representatives.

As in 1945, Walter J. Salmon’s Mereworth 
Farm was the principal consignor at the Wed- 
nesday afternoon session, and again the Mere- 
worth yearlings increased sharply in average 
price. In 1944 the farm had sold 59 head for an 
average of $2,863; in 1945 its 45 head averaged 
$6,297, an increase of 114 per cent. The in- 
crease this year was 48 per cent over 1945 re- 
flected another substantial gain in the quality of 
the consignment. In two years the Mereworth 
average had been trebled. 

Among the most desired individuals in the 
Mereworth lot were four Blue Larkspur fillies.

HE last session might have been called Cold- 

stream Night, from the principal consignor, 
E. E. Dale Shaffer’s Coldstream Stud, which once 
again obtained a record average for a consign- 
ment of such size. As a whole, the average for 
the night decreased by $57 ($12,209 to $12,152) 
from last year, but the Coldstream average was 
up 23 per cent—$14,995 to $18,535. Last year 
Coldstream had set an all-time high for a con- 
sigment of 22 head. 

Total realized from the sale of the 49 head reg- 
ularly scheduled was $603,800, average $12,322. 
A resale from the afternoon, the only one of the 
four-day series, brought the figures to 50 head, 
$607,600, average $12,152, the highest of any ses- 
sion.

the money would be returned. Meanwhile they 
would be kept at Coldstream without charge. The 
two which were sold are included in the totals 
given above. 

The individuals affected were three chestnut

Notes of the Sales 


Mrs. Elizabeth N. Graham’s Maine Chance 
Farm qualified, on the record, as the leading 
buyer of the Keeneland Summer Sales, for the 
third year in succession. Two purchases made 
in the name of Maine Chance plus five others in 
the name of Leslie Combs II totaled $229,500. 
But the $32,000 Stimulus—Cash Book filly pur- 
chased out of the consignment of Warner L. 
Jones, Jr., was re-sold privately to E. E. D. Shaf- 
fer’s Coldstream Stud. It was understood, though 
no announcement was made, that the price was 
the same as in the auction ring. Coldstream, 
which has adopted a vigorous buying policy to 
keep up the quality of its broodmare band, bought 
five fillies out of the sales for $96,500. The addi- 
tion of the Cash Book filly moved the totals up to 
six head for $118,500, average $19,750. 

The Maine Chance purchases, plus 13 others 
bred by Maine Chance, were to be broken at 
Keeneland, beginning this week, with the old wiz- 
ard Tom Smith in charge of them. The 13-home- 
breds were to be moved from Leslie Combs II’s 
Spendthrift Farm. Mr. Combs, who does the 
buying for Maine Chance, went to the record 
figure of $54,000 to get the War Admiral—Dan- 
ise M. filly from his own consignment, but did 
not participate in the bidding on the $65,000 
*Mahmoud colt which topped this year’s sales. 
His highest bid on a colt was for the beautifully 
made Coldstream colt which was the first foal 
of the unraced Man o’ War mare Spotted Beauty. 
On this one, he said later, he was prepared to go 
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as high as $65,000 if necessary. He did not enter 
the bidding until it had reached $45,000, and at 
$50,000 had killed off the opposition. 


Young John H. Clark, who recently resigned 
as manager of North Wales Stud after a short 
tenure there, has re-established at Lexington the 
sales agency which he had set up before the war, 
and has announced that he proposes to deal in 
high-class stock. At the sales he bid principally 
for the account of Louis B. Mayer, for whom he 
bought six fillies for $84,500: Blue Larkspur— 
Beginning from Mereworth for $25,000; Stimu- 
lus—Richmond Rose from Horatio Mason for 
$15,000; Chance Shot—Offensive from Elmendorf 
for $15,000; Zacaweista—Brogee from Old Hick- 
ory Farm (P. T. Chinn) for $14,000; Chance Shot 
—*Evangelist II from Elmendorf for $8,000; 
Grand Slam—Sickle Dust from Military Stock 
Farm for $7,500. His purchase of a filly by Ro- 
man—*La Roseraie for $5,000 was for the ac- 
count of I. Bieber. 


Chester Caldwell, who has had experience with 
both gaited and running horses, bought four head 
as agent, acting for J. L. Younghusband, of Bar- 
rington, Ill., who manufactures perfumes fraught 
with well advertised danger. It was Mr. Young- 
husband’s first venture into the yearling sales; 
for the most part he has confined his equine in- 
terests to gaited stock, and he has owned some 
very good ones. 


Six head were purchased by H. J. Brennen, 
including John H. Clark’s Fighting Fox—Joji T. 
filly which he bought for $10,300 and could have 
sold a little later for $15,000, he reported. Mr. 
Brennen operates a radio station in Pittsburgh, 
and is a friend of Allen T. Simmons, who oper- 
ates a station in Akron. His trainer, “Red” 
Wingfield, formerly trained for Simmons. Top 
price among the Brennen purchases was $13,000, 
for Charles Nuckols and Sons’ Stimulus—Phara 
Omar colt. 


On the final night of the sales before the first 
yearling had entered the ring, General Manager 
George B. Leach explained to the buyers present 
that three of the Coldstream Stud fillies had been 
excused from the sale because of sickness, but that 
they would be offered without coming into the ring, 
with a reserve price on each. The *Heliopolis—

Evening Tide filly, reserve $20,000, got one ex- 
tra bid, went for $21,000. The Chance Shot— 
Joybird filly got no advance over the $10,000 re- 
serve. The daughter of *Heliopolis and Medid, 
reserve $20,000, went for $21,000. 

Brownie Leach, manager of the sales, heard a 
man behind him murmur, “I’ve been going to auc- 
tion sales for forty years, and I’ve seen it all 
now.” (At the Nursery Stud dispersal in May, 
1925 *Quelle Chance did not come into the ring, 
because she was in France at the time, but was 
represented only by a photograph passed around 
among buyers. She brought $45,000. But she 
wasn’t sick.) 

The sales of the two fillies were subject to ap- 
proval of the purchasers by August 8. 


There was only one resale during the series. 
At the Thursday afternoon session Tom Jolley 
bid $3,700 for a filly by Haltal out of Lady 
Ethelyn, consigned by Royce G. Martin’s Wood- 
vale Farm. Mr. Jolley had made a mistake, 
thought he was bidding on something else. At 
the end of the final session the filly was sent into 
the ring and sold as his property. Mr. Martin 
bought her back for $3,800. 


Maryland’s Joe F. Flanagan made several pur- 
chases for different clients. One of them, the 
beautifully made Our Boots—Miss Marnie filly 
bought from Thomas Piatt’s consignment for 
$8,000, was for the account of John M. Schiff (of 
Kuhn, Loeb and Company), who used to race at 
the hunt meetings and whose father, Mortimer 
Schiff, used to race in France. The very prom- 
ising *Blenheim II—Annie Reigh colt bought by 
Mr. Flanagan from the Stoner Creek Stud con- 
signment for $28,000 was for the account of 
Harry LaMontagne. 


Max Hirsch, always one of the busiest lookers 
and frequently a substantial buyer, spent four 
days looking, made many bids, came off with only 
two purchases, both for the account of Edward 
T. Lasker. 


In THE BLoop-HorsE last week it was reported 
that the $40,000 brother to Jet Pilot (*Blenheim 
II—Black Wave) had been bought for the ac- 
count of a syndicate composed of Mrs. Edward 
H. Gerry, Mrs. Barclay K. Douglas, “and an- 
other woman.” After the sale it was learned 
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that the other woman was Arthur B. Hancock, 
Jr., of Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky. (The confusion 
as to Mr. Hancock’s sex was the result of an im- 
perfectly understood telephone message relayed 
from the sales paddock.) As previously reported, 
Mrs. Douglas and Mrs. Gerry tossed a coin to de- 
termine which of their trainers would handle the 
colt. Mrs. Gerry won and the youngster will be 
turned over to Oleg T. Dubassoff after being 
broken at J. F. Flanagan’s farm at Monkton, Md. 
Mrs. Gerry is a daughter of the late W. S. Far- 
ish and is a partner with her mother in the own- 
ership of the Lazy F Ranch stable, which was es- 
tablished by Mr. Farish. 


Col. Fred L. Hamilton, chief of the Remount 
Division of the Army, recently has returned to 
the United States after arranging for the ship- 
ment from Germany of about a hundred addi- 
tional horses which he felt would be of benefit to 
the Remount breeding plan.

For its first stakes Washington Park had the 
Quick Step Handicap, with the sprinters Three 
Dots, Little Nip, Fighting Frank, and Tiger Rebel 
pitted against Armed, a stout foeman at any dis- 
tance.

short supply. This may seriously affect export 
business when the sales of horses in training, 
mares, mares and foals, ete., draw near. It used 
to be easy, in the old days, for agents on this side 
to mail particulars, well in advance, of likely lots. 
Now, half the business has to be done in a great 
hurry, chiefly by cable. 

Now, intending buyers do not care about being 
hustled into buying expensive bloodstock on 
scanty evidence. The industry, therefore, is suf- 
fering in a very similar degree to other branches 
of industry. We can’t even advertise our wares— 
all because of the paper shortage. 

Buyers at the moment are admittedly very easy 
to please, at any rate as far as home buyers are 
concerned. As long as they like the make and 
shape of an animal, and as long as there is win-

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ning blood in the pedigree, the majority seem 
satisfied. Not so a friend whom I met at the re- 
cent sales. He told me that he employed a sec- 
retary to take out particulars of every lot in the 
catalogue, and showed me the book which had 
been prepared. This, I confess, was an eye- 
opener to me. There were shown, in alphabet- 
ical order, the names of the dams of every year- 
ling listed. There followed its racing perform- 
ances, if any, in full detail, even to the types and 
distances of the races which it won. Next came 
the full foaling record—no details omitted. It 
would of course be next to impossible for the auc- 
tioneers to present such full details in their cata- 
logues; the research would be considerable and 
the general result would not be so satisfactory 
as the present method of giving details of the 
first, second and third dams, as at present. This 
at least gives a rough picture of the family’s 
record. 

Nor could any firm of auctioneers be expected 
to set out their customers’ wares in so bold a 
manner. Imagine a prospective buyer looking 
up the record of even one old mare in the G. S. B. 
He would need, for a start, to look up several 
volumes, and the most he would find would be 
the list of matings, the resultant foals, the fail- 
ures, and so on. Provided he survived the shock, 
he would then need to trace first the names and 
then the performances of every living foal. It 
would, in short, take him many hours to take out 
the record of even one mare and her produce. My 
friend, on the other hand, had all these particu-

matings and produce, year by year, and the com- 
plete racing performances of her foals that lived 
and raced. 

The records of the one dam do not, of course, 
tell the whole story. But, when the full limelight 
is turned on even the one dam’s record, it is sur- 
prising what comes to light and what may be 
deduced from it. The same man, I understand, 
has similar books prepared for all the sales, in- 
cluding the December Sales. It is perhaps a bit 
fussy of him, and it may be that he is deprived 
of the pleasure of looking up the particulars in 
his own way. But, when it becomes a matter of 
getting a catalogue at short notice and of want- 
ing to know all about, say a dozen mares, his lit- 
tle book must come in very useful.

Maybe he’s one of those horses that is hard to 


train. Perhaps he has to be “raced into condi- 
tion.” I wouldn’t know. But I do know he wasn’t 


in shape his first two trips to the post—which 
isn’t giving the player, or the Turf writers if you 
please, an even chance. 

It’s a laudable stand of your correspondent to 
take the side of the poor, downtrodden, bet-losing 
horsemen. I'll have to string with the public on 
this one.

Had “Help” 


$250 Fine for Doping a Champion 


RIO DE JANEIRO, July 27 

HIS week the Argentine Turf boiled with scan- 

dal. After the saliva test of Ensueno, with 
samples taken after the important Clasico Chaca- 
buco, over 3,000 meters, won by that horse, the 
Argentine Jockey Club issued the following state- 
ment: “In view of the information received from 
the official chemist on the result of the analysis 
made with the saliva from the horse Ensueno, 
winner of the Clasico Chacabuco, run on July 
14, it is resolved to fine Trainer Alfonso Salvati 
1,000 pesos, as established for transgression of 
number 34 of the rules of racing.” 

The sensation spread rapidly in Argentina, and 
Brazil. In Argentina because Ensueno was com- 
ing to be considered the greatest horse of several 
years, and in Brazil, because Alfonso Salvati, the 
trainer, and J. P. Artigas, the jockey of Ensueno, 
are in Rio, to race Punjab in the Grande Premio 
Brasil, our principal event, to be run on August 
4. Artigas is now the leading jockey in Argen- 
tina. 

The Argentine Turf press attacked the Jockey 
Club’s resolution on the grounds it was less se-

vere than was expected. Mr. M. E. Martinez de 
Hoz, chairman of the Stewards Commission of 
the Argentine Jockey Club, said in a press con- 
ference that if further saliva tests indicate great- 
er responsibility of Salvati, it is still possible this 
trainer will be ruled off the Turf. Meanwhile 
some writers have asked the Jockey Club to 
change the stimulation rule to make it more se- 
vere. 

In any case, the fact is that Ensueno’s leader- 
ship in the Argentine Turf is no longer accepted 
without discussion. Will the horse win again 
from the other top ones? Were his recent wins 
the result of stimulation? Or were these sensa- 
tional triumphs the natural result of his higher 
class? Only the coming ‘“clasicos’”’ will answer. He 
will compete in the Clasico General Pueyrredon 
of 4,000 meters, then in the Gran Premio de 
Honor, over 3,500 meters, both weight-for-age, 
against the better 4-year-olds and up. 


A Rival for Remo 


N July 20, at Palermo, was offered the Clas- 

ico Castelli, for 4-year-olds and up, fillies and 
mares, over 1,600 meters (about one mile). Fa- 
vorite and winner was the good Michunga, a 
daughter of Fox Cub out of Mi Condesa, by Bar- 
ranquero out of Pethy, by Tiny. She won by 
three lengths from La Gaucha, while Pretenciosa 
finished third. Time, 1:36%, a good one. The 
winner is owned by Amistad Stable and is the 
second mare of Argentina since Plateria’s retire- 
ment. No. 1 is Half Crown, by Hunter’s Moon. 
Michunga has seven victories in 15 races. 

On the same day at Palermo a 3,000-meter 
handicap was won by that good stayer Cololo, by 
Haut Brion (by Congreve) out of Columbine, by 
Sandal out of Parvulita, by Your Majesty. Cololo,

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under 121 pounds, won by a neck from Danubio, 
with Sagrado third several lengths back. As a 
handicap horse the son of Haut Brion is a very 
good stayer. However, it appears he is not of 
the same rank as the weight-for-age racers En- 
sueno, Churrinche, Quibu, Royal Tip, Camembert, 
and perhaps Half Crown. 

The following day Palermo had for feature the 
Clasico Miguel Cane, for 38-year-old colts, over 
1.500 meters (about seven and one-half furlongs). 
The withdrawal of the unbeaten crack Remo, up 
to now the champion juvenile of Argentina, gave 
the race a good chance to establish the main con- 
tender to Remo in the coming Polla de Potrillos 
(Argentine Two Thousand Guineas). The race 
indicated Sedutor, previously winner of the Clas- 
ico J. B. Zubiaurre. Sedutor beat Caburé, an- 
other well backed colt, by a head, while Mongol 
finished third two lengths back. Time, 1:29%. 
Sedutor is owned by Mr. J. Buarque de Macedo, 
Brazilian owner, and is a son of Full Sail (Fair- 
way—Fancy Free, by *Stefan the Great) out of 
Suma, by Macon out of Sweet Peggy, by Pom- 
mern. With this victory, he ranked himself as 
the chief rival of Remo for juvenile leadership. 
Caburé and Rialto are also well regarded. 

Mr. Buarque de Macedo, of Rio de Janeiro, won 
another very good race in the same day, when his 
4-year-old Emperor, a son of British Empire out 
of Sancha, by Silurian—Sister Josephine, by 
Friar Marcus, under 118.8 pounds, won the 2,000 
meters (about ten furlongs) handicap, by three 
lengths, in the good time of 2:01%5. Along with 
the Seabra stable, he is one of the leading Bra- 
zilian owners running their stables in three 
South American racing countries, Brazil, Argen- 
tina and Uruguay. 


Another Good Grandson of Novelty 


N July 21 at Gavea, principal Brazilian race 
course, the Classico Pereira Lima, over 1,500 
meters, for 3-year-olds, was the feature of the 
day’s card. Only four starters were presented, 
the favorite being Holkar, considered the best 
juvenile colt of this year and previously winner 
of all his races but the first. Already a stakes 
winner, Holkar started second, easily took the 
lead from Heréo and made the pace, always under 
restraint, to win with much speed in reserve, by 
three lengths from Heréo, while the filly Chapada 
finished third and Diolan was last. Over muddy 
going, Holkar won in 1:33%5. He is owned by 
the Paula Machado family. A son of Santarem 
(by the North American-bred Novelty) out of 
Xal, by Sin Rumbo—Revista II, by Jacobi, he is 
undoubtedly a formidable colt. I should like to 
see him running in your country. He has great 
speed, but I am sure he will stay well, at least up 
to 1% miles. 
The same program presented a_ sensational 
2,400-meter (about 1% miles) handicap, the Pre- 
mio Maranha Americana, for 5-year-olds and up. 
The race was organized to afford the older horses 
a chance to run before the Grande Premio Brasil, 
to be presented on August 4. The 4-year-olds had 
atrial on July 14, in the Grande Premio Dezesseis 
de Julho. The crack Secreto (127.6) and the 
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Irish St. Leger winner Water Street (116.6) were 
scratched from the race, and 12 starters went to 
the post. Favorite was the good Argentine stay- 
er Cloro (121), and he won by two lengths from 
another top stayer, Eldorado (116.6), while 
Domino (116.6), not a contender for the Grande 
Premio Brasil, finished third. Fumo (110) was 
fourth, after having suffered interference, and 
the others finished as follows: Zagal (114.4), 
High Sheriff (118.8), Miralumo (107.8), Trick 
(118.8), Buridan (107.8), Irara (107.8), Briton 
(112.2), and Cumelen (127.6). Time, 2:314, 
very good, muddy track. 


On July 21 at Maronas, principal Uruguayan 
race course, the Clasico José Shaw, over 2,200 
meters, for 4-year-olds and up, mares, was won 
by Arthur Schiel’s Successora, a daughter of 
Ruler out of Sueno Azul, by Stayer—Songe Bleu, 
by Gradely. The winner beat Bribonada by two 
lengths, with Gotica third, several lengths back. 
Her time was 2:18. Mr. Schiell is another of the 
several Brazilian owners whose silks are having 
a good season in other countries. 

On the same day the good horse Esquife, by 
Congreve out of Gavia, by Sandal—Mosquita, by 
Your Majesty, won by a half-length the 2,300- 
meter handicap in 2:24%, under 127.8 pounds, 
from Bélico. He is improving, and may be re- 
garded as a good handicap horse in Uruguay, ca- 
pable of running against such horses as Chas- 
quillo, Latigo and others, in distance races, al- 
though I don’t rank him a contender for Can- 
taro’s Uruguayan leadership. 


Badruddin Moves to Brazil 


r was announced that José Paulino Nogueira, 
one of Brazil’s leading breeders, whose Bela 
Esperanga Stud holds a high place among our best 
breeding establishments, purchased in Argentina 
the very good stallion Badruddin to replace the 
dead Mashallah. Badruddin is a gray son of 
Blandford out of Mumtaz Mahal, by The Tetrarch 
—Lady Josephine, by Sundridge—Americus Girl, 
foaled 1931, in England. He was standing at 
Jorge de Atucha’s El Pelado Stud in Argentina, 
and among his best sons were Boadbil, Banshee, 
Bomarsund, Blackamoor, Blue Smoke, and *Bis- 
cailuz, the latter now in North America. Bad- 
ruddin will be shipped very soon to Brazil, and 
will stand at the Bela Esperanga Stud, along with 
Seventh Wonder (by Pharos), Pure Boy (by 
Gradely), and Lunar (by Stayer). It was un- 
officially said his price was 100,000 Argentine 
pesos (about $24,000). 

News was received that Walter Noble pur- 
chased in England two more horses to stand in 
Brazilian studs. The horses, both stakes win- 
ners, are Fairbland (by Fair Trial out of Bland- 
ette, by Blandford—Sweet Angeline, by Orby), 
and Magic Bridge (by *Mahmoud out of Hynd- 
ford Bridge, by Beresford—Portree, by *Stefan 
the Great). Fairbland will stand in the stud of 
Luiz Valente, in the State of Parana, being now 
a 6-year-old. Magic Bridge, also a 6-year-old, 


will stand, also in the State of Parana, in the 
stud owned by that state’s government.
